J !>eing a boy, the hlg 
boss seemed to give melds special 
care and attention. He took me 
with 1dm wherever he went, and a 
number of times In the saloon when 
the guns were In action, this hlg man 
would carry me out an say, “Boy, 
this is no place for you.** “And I," 
continued the Dr. “loved this hlg 
man so fondly that I made up my 
mind that I would never leave mm
